IN THE CLAIMS 

Please amend Claims K 2, 9, and 16 to re ad as follows: 




1. (Amended) A kit for caring for a fabric article comprising: 

a laundry detergent composition provided /in a separate laundry detergent 
composition container; and 
a fabric treatment composition providefl in a separate fabric treatment 
composition container, the fabric treatment composition being selected from the 
group consisting of a bleaching composition, a color fixative composition, a 
dryer sheet composition, a finishing composition, a pre-trcating composition, and 
a combination thereof, 
wherein the laundry detergent composition and the fabric treatment composition 
comprise a coordinated clement selected from the group consisting of a brand 
name, container graphics, container/, dosages per container, a dye, a perfume, a 
trade dress, a set of usage instructions, and a combination thereof; wherein the 
laundry detergent composition anfl/or the fabric treatment composition is a liquid 
composition; and wherein the laundry detergent composition container contains 
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
